Readjustment Allowances 

"The Newton office of the 
United States Employment Service 
at 290 Centre street will be ready 
:o accept applications for veterans 
lor readjustment allowances under 
the “G. I. Bill of Rights” starting 
Monday, September 4,” Ralph E. 
Wight, Manager, announced today. 

The U. S. EmpiOyment Service 
accepts claims for unemployment 
compensation under the Massa- 
causetts Employment Security 
Law, and it is through this Massa- 
chusetts Division that the G. I. 
leadjustment allowances will be 
oaid. 

A veteran who is unemployed and 
is capable of and available for 
work should call at the 290 Centre 
street office to file his application, 
and bring with him his discharge 
oi certificate of release from serv- 
ice and his social security account 
number card if he has one. 

Mr. Wight stated that under the 
G. I. Bill of Rights a veteran may 
receive twenty dollars a week if he 
.s totally unemployed for up to 
Tlfty-two weeks dependent upon 
his length of service. There are al- 
\o provisions in the Bill for the 
payment of allowances to veterans 
who are partially unemployed. The 
r.'inimum requirement of active 
seivice under the G. I. Bill, to be 
e.igible for readjustment allow- 
ances. is ninety days unless the vet 
eian was discharged by reason of 
an injury or disability incurred in 
service in line of duty. 

Mr. Wight urges all veterans 
who are unemployed at this time to 
call at his office whether or not 
they feel they are eligible under 
this G. I. Bill. He pointed out that 
there are provisions under the 
Massachusetts Employment Secur- 
ity Law under which a veteran may 
ue eligible for benefits if he is not 
eligible under the G. I. Bill.

WIN OR LOSE — VOTE ! 

Here’s an extraordinary and disheartening fact. If the same 
percentage of citizens vote this year as voted in 1940 the actual 
vote will be more than 30.000.000 below the potential vote. 

Two big factors will cut the actual vote. About 7,860,000 
citizens of voting age are in the armed forces. Present estimates 
are that not more than 1.000.000 will cast ballots this year. 
Whether or not this sad situation is due to defective state voting 
laws and the lack of a federal voting law acceptable to all states 
is a controversial question. The estimates of a low service vote 
are not controversial,. They come from non-partisan experts. 

The other probable slice in the total vote is among the 
5,000,000 families, with perhaps 15.000.000 voting members, who 
have moved from tlieir former residences to take war jobs. Many 
of these can vote by qualifying in their new homes or by using 
absentee voting laws in their old homes. How many will? Not 
all, certainly, unless special efforts are made to induce them to 
do so. 

Finally, there is apathy about the whole matter of voting. 
Primary elections this year have been disappointing; for example, 
only 33 percent of the registered vote was cast in Wisconsin, less 
than 15 perecent in Jersey City, 25 percent in Maryland — all ac- 
cording to a survey by Time Magazine. 

Political wiseacres think a big vote may help one candidate 
and hurt another. They don’t really know. One thing is cer- 
tain: a big vote helps democracy and a small vote hurts it. We 
pride ourselves on being self-governing. Well, let’s govern our- 
selves. Let's vote!

When a young Republican friend 
of mine in Brookline hailed me on 
the street yesterday and told me, 
■vith profound enthusiasm, that he 
nad just been appointed a delegate 
to the state convention, I was re- 
minded that it is about time for 
me to write my little piece anent 
these biennial affairs. Of course. 
I am not kidding myself when 
write one of these suggestive col- 
uinns. The old guard, which still 
controls both parties to a areat ex- 
tent, will not pay the slightest 
attention to my suggestions. They 
neither ask for or accept any sug- 
gestions about any thing. 

Now to the point. The normal 
procedure in convention years 
for the party leaders to tell their 
various subordinates to get busy 
and seleot a slate of delegates from 
ineir ward or precinct r.r what 
have you. (I can. perhaps, speak 
with just a bit more authority for 
*ne G.O.P.). In the old days, when 
tne convention had some impor- 
tant business to transact, it was 
quite an honor to be a delegate. 
Delegates were drafted in much 
the same manner in which candi- 
dates for Mayor of Newton were 
Jiafted. It worked out quite well. 
Loo. We had some very fine Mayors 
and some very good delegates. 

What’s the story today? It is 
.low chiefly a question of filling 
up floor-space. There is nothing 
lor the average delegate to do ex- 
cept to applaud the set speeches 
with simulated enthusiasm. If anv 
ol these speeches happen to be 
lousy — and this HAS happened 
here — it is quite a job to express 
the expected enthusiasm. And let 
delegate think for a moment 
that he is expected or allowed to 
.ffer a resolution or make a mo- 
tion, (unless by pre-arrangement) 
or even ask a question. There just 
isn’t time for any funny business 
like that. Your columnist knows 
whereof he speaks; he has been a 
delegate a number of times, NOT 
because the party leaders were pro- 
foundly interested in his opinions, 
but because a certain amount of 
space has to be filled on the con- 
vention floor. The platform, of 
course, is different Space there is 
, at a premium, due to the large 
number of dignitaries who prob- 
ably would not attend the conven- 
tion if they did not have seats on 
the stage. 

If any of my readers think that 
I have over-drawn this picture, I 
»hall be glad to have them check 
with ANY newspaperman or with 
almost any of the delegates who 
have attended these conventions in 
recent years. 

Senator Truman’s Speech 

The acceptance speech of Sen- 
ator Harry S. Truman of Mis- 
souri, Democratic nominee for 
Vice-President, was very disap- 
pointing. Apparently this gentle- 
man is a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
When he was building up his 
rather modest reputation as chair- 
man of an important Congression- 
al committee, he discovered a lot 
of faults and weaknesses in the 
New Deal and in the administra- 
tion of the same. Now, strange as 
it may seem. Senator Truman has 
developed a blind-spot and can see 
only merit in the New Deal ad 
ministration. Of course, the Re- 
oublicans need not be unduly 
alarmed over this; Mr. Dewey’s 
inghly-efficient brain-trust has un- 
doubtedly noted the numerous dis- 
'.repancies and will expose them 
to public view long before this 
campaign is over. 

Two other aspects of the Tru- 
man speech bothered me a good 
deal. One was his continual em- 
ihasis on the war and the peace 
to follow, together with the cus- 
tomary reference to our "Com- 
..iander-in-Chief” and the other 
was his failure to say anything at 
all about himself. So far as I am 
concerned, it is now obvious to a 
child that F.D.R. KNOWS that he 
it licked right now except for war 
developments. His peace-time rec- 
ord can and will be shot full of 
noles: leave that to Messrs. Dewey 
and Brownell. F.D.R.’s one hope is 
that the European phase of the war 
will drag along until election time 
and that he can dramatize himself 
ov a possible trip to Paris or some 
other important citv. This may ac- 
count for the pathetically small 
amount of time which Senator Tru- 
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daughter — or vice-vcrsa."

Care in Mailing 
Insures Arrival 
Of Overseas Gift 

Among the items which the pub- 
lic is specifically requested not to 
send overseas in Christmas pack- 
ages are major items of clothing 
?uch as shirts, coats, etc., soft 
chocolate candies subject to crush- 
ing, melting, or spoiling, and per- 
ishable food stuffs. 

Different theatres of war, cli- 
mates, abundance of supplies, geo- 
graphical locations in relation to 
centers of population, and per- 
sonal wishes all affect the type of 
Christmas articles wanted by our 
Armed Forces overseas. 

Among gifts which would be 
welcomed by servicemen, Postmas- 
ter Patrick J. Connelly suggests 
toilet articles, tobacco and smoking 
accessories, nuts^ hard candies, mal- 
ted milk tablets in cellophane cap 
or cardboard boxes, cocoa in press- 
in top cans or cellophane bags and 
chewing gum. 

From the South Pacific came this 
terse, direct explanation from a 
Navy Mail Specialist on what hap- 
pens to mail coming to bases in the 
area known as "down under” that 
is incorrectly addressed and inse- 
curely wrapped. 

"Only today we dumped a sack 
containing the contents of parcels 
that have come entirely apart. 
There were rotten apples, decayed 
oranges, melted candy, and stale 
cake crumbs. This happens too 
frequently. 

"A great deal .of this was origi- 
nally poorly wrapped. Many par- 
cels have sticker addresses; and in 
transit tho sacks may have become 
wet causing the labels to come off. 
Too often addresses are in pencil 
and the friction of packages causes 
I he address to become worn and 
blurred. 

"Addresses should be printed or 
typed, and the same address put 
inside the parcel as a precaution 
against the outside wrapper be- 
coming damaged During the 
Christmas rush a considerable force 
of men do nothing but rewrap par- 
cels and salvage everything fit for 
lorwarding. This inside address 
enables them to send the right 
packuge to the right person.” 

Lastly it is important to realize 
thut the best gift is u gift that 
will be in a functioning condition 
on receipt. Sucks of parcels travel 
J n the hold of *a ship with the 
temperature often reaching 120 
degrees which melts chocolate, 
spoils food, and decays fruit.

June: \es I've read something of the sort a couple of times. 
1 don’t really know whether there is anything to it or not. Does 
it say what scientist hacked the statement? It could be just a 
distortion of facts 1 suppose. 

Bill: No, it doesn't say, but when you read something like 
this it gets you to wondering. How will we find out about spinach? 
Do you suppose 'we could call the Nutrition Center? You said 
you called them the other day for information about canning and 
got some good advice. 

Jane: Well why not! I'll do it right now: Bigelow 7602, 
please. Bill will you pass me that magazine? Hello — This i? 
Mrs. . My husband and I have been having quite a dis- 

cussion. I wonder if you could tell us if we should stop eating 
spinach? This is what we’ve been reading nnd it seems fairly 
authentic. Yes. oh well,- yes. Thank you very much. 

Bill: What is the verdict? Did they know? 

Jana: Oh, sure. The nutritionist says this article is right as 
far as it goes — hut there is more to the story. The Calcium in spin- 
ach is not utilized by the body hut she says this doesn’t mean it 
shouldn’t lie eaten. She went on to say “After all wo don’t need 
to depend upon spinach for calcium, since it i.«n’t a particularly 
good source. If we use a pint of milk each day cither as a bever- 
age nr in cooked foods and cat a good balance of the other essen- 
tial foods, it is easy enough to meet t lie calcium requirements. 
Junior, of course, should have about a vinrt «>f milk each day for 
an adequate supply of calcium.

Helicopter Future 

Another new step forward in 
Massachusetts aviation history was 
made recently when E. W. Wig- 
gins Airways, Inc., based here at 
Norwood, became the first flight 
operator in the Northeast to as- 
semble, service and repair a heli- 
copter. 

The Wiggins base at Norwood 
aiso became the first in the state 
from which a helicopter test flight 
was made, the company disclosed. 

At the same time E. W. Wig- 
gins, Treasurer, announced that 
Fis firm was making a study of 
the entire helicopter field with a 
view to selecting at least two types 
for use in Massachusetts and the 
New England area, both for com- 
pany use and for sale . to other 
business firms and the general pub- 
lic 

“We are keenly interested in 
the post-war potentialities of the 
rotary wing type of aircraft," Mr. 
Wiggins said.* “We have been 
manufacturing helicopter parts 
for some time. 

“The helicopter may prove ideal 
for short haul food or service, to 
reach points where an airport is 
not available. Thus we are in- 
terested in a light type for private 
operations, and ii. another which 
would be suitable for commercial 
use. 

“We are making a study of the 
field in order to decide upon the 
most practical, economical and safe 
types expected to become available, 
with particular emphasis on pos- 
sible feeder line use.” Wiggins 
Airways has made application for 
feeder line routes throughout New 
England.

The Bretton Woods Conference 
Part 4. 

ISOLATION 

If we had no foreign trade to 
worry about. If wt could live with- 
in our own national economic or- ' 
bit, and maintain a balanced econ- 
omy of production and consump- 
tion, independent of all other na- 
rcnal groups. If we could effect 
che sort of self-sufficiency, that 
the fascist economists dreamed of; 
then we could seclude our-selves in 
an area of isolation. 

There would be no need for us 
to associate with other nations in 
world organizations to promote 
peace or to establish economic good j 
will. We could hang out this sign. 
“If you want goodr or service from 
us you must pay our price for 
them, and in our currency; we do 
business on a strictly cash and 
carry bases.” 

We would also have to convince 
the rest fo the world that we had 
the biggest and best equipped 
Navy. Army ar#i Air Force in exis- 
tence. Then we Vould have to serve 
| due notice to all and sundry, that 
j we were prepared to lick the hell 
out of them, if they interfered 
! with our way of life. 

Economic Laws Compel Progress 
The forces of economic evolution 
] which shapes the destiny of social 
! i rogress, have lifted man out of 
the primitive self-dependent indi- 
i vidualist environment, into an en- 
vironment of inter dependent units. 
These unseen economic forces are 
transforming the entire social and 
economic structure of the world, [ 
and the growing pains of today 
portend a brighter tomorrow. 

However if the economic and so- 
cial laws which promote the dig- 
nity of man are resisted or broken 
they incur penalty, and that pen- 
alty is expressed in war, revolution 
oi economic famine. This over- 
turning will continue until men 
and nations are sufficiently dis- 
ciplined in the art of harmonious 
living that they will carry on their 
cultural and economic development 
without trespassing on the rights 
of their neighbors. 

It is to this eno that the treas- 
ury representatives and their fi- 
nancial experts of the thirty na- 
tions which constitute the United 
Nations have for more than a year 
have been exchanging ideas and 
amassing data, for the purpose of 
iaying a foundation on which to 
erect a more adequate internation- 
al financial structure. 

The financial and economic spec- 
ialists who were selected by their 
various government to do this 
work, were chosen from the ranks 
ol bankers versed in international j 
exchange, and economists who had ' 
tested economic theories in actual 
practice. These specialists have 
analyzed the problems that have 
exed international monetary ex- 
change; and submitted their find- 
ings to the general committee 
which constituted the Bretton 
Woods Conference, and this body 
lias presented the following fornui- 
ia for the governments of tne 
countries which constitute the 
United Nations to either sanction . 
oi reject. 

The Formula 

The purposes and policies of 
the International Monetary Fund 
of the United Nations are set forth 
as follows: 

1. To promote international 
uionetarv cooperation through a 
Dernianant institution which pro- 
vides the machinery for consuln- 
tion on international monetary 
problems. 

2. To facilitate the expansion and 
balanced growth of international 
trade and to contr.bute in this way 
to the maintenance of a high level 
A employment and real income, 
which must be a primary objec 
• : ve of economic poliev. 

3. To give confidence to member 
•:ountries by making the fund’s re- 
sources available to them under 
adquate safeguards, thus giving 
members time to correct malad- 
justments in their balances of pay- 
ments without resorting to meas- 
ires destructive of national or in- 
ternational prosperity. 

4. To promote exchange stability, 
tc maintain orderh exchange ar- 
rangements among membtr coun- 
tries. and to avoid coroaetitivo ex- 
change depreciation. 

5. To assist in the establishment 
of nuiltilateal payment facilities 
on current transactions among 
member countries and in the elimi- 
nation of foreign exchange restric- 
tions which hamper the growth of 
world trade. 

6. To shorten the periods and 
lessen the degree of disequilibrium 
in the international balance of pay- 
ments of member countries

Speaking Of Politics 


Hillman and CIO Political Action Committee 
Held Detrimental to Labor Movement . . • Leaders 
Assert Blundering Could Bring Reprisals . . . 

• • • Labor leaders generally arc anything but pleased 
over the manner in which Sidney Hillman has allowed himself 
to he raaneuvred into the spotlight in the current Presidential 
campaigning opening the entire labor movement to bitter attack 
and possible political reprisals. 

They feel that Hillman has blundered badly in taking so 
prominent a par.t in the campaign and not only is rendering a dis- 
service to labor but in the end is likely to prove more of a 
liability than an asset to President Roosevelt on election day. 

The American Federation of Labor, for example, 
will probably give just as much help to FDR as Hillman's 
CIO Political Action Committee without any great fan- 
fare and without arousing the hostility Hillman’s group 
has incurred. 

Most of the labor men point out that neither Hillman nor 
any other leader or group of leaders can deliver the vote of 
organized labor to any candidate. 

They assert that the majority of members of organized labor 
will vote for President Roosevelt, not because Hillman or any 
other leader wants them to but because, while FDR has been 
in office labor And the working man have made more gains than 
in any other comparable period in the nation’s history. 

The CIO Political Action Committee and other labor groups 
like it will help President Roosevelt’*s cause, not by delivering 
blocs of votes to him, but by organization work in which they 
get members of their unions to enroll as voters. 

There are hundreds of thousands, probably millions, of union 
members who are not now enrolled as voters. The number is 
far greater than in peacetime years because of the migrant work- 
ers who have gone frqm one state to another but are not regis- 
tered as voters in the states where they now reside. The union 
leaders will conduct drives to have their names placed on voting 
lists. 

Estimates vary as to the percentage of the union workers 
who would cast their ballots for President Roosevelt. Some 
observers place it as low as 00 per cent, others at over 70 per 
cent, but all agree that FDR would benefit from any registration 
drive conducted. 

John L. Lewis, however, hack in 1940 learned 
something about the difficulty of attempting to deliver 
the vote of a hig labor organization when he endorsed 
Wendell 'Willkie while his union members voted for 
President Roosevelt. Many persons, incidentally, are 
waiting with interest to see what Lewis does in this cam- 
paign. 

The labor leaders, faced with their own postwar problems, 
are nervously wondering what might happen if Governor Dewey 
should be elccied. 

They suspect that the next Congress will be none too friendly. 
They don’t think that Dewpy would be anti-labor, and they 
dismiss the suggestion from some labor circles that he might 
wipe out the five-day week or the 40-hour week. But they do 
know that Dewey would not owe much to most labor leaders 
and that he might make it extremely uncomfortable for some 
of them, possibly drawing a line between the high-paid top union 
officials and the rank and file of union men. 

Even aside from the fact that the resentment Hillman has 
aroused and the ammunition he has furnished Republican spokes- 
men will serve partly to offset the work he will do for the Roose- 
velt cause, labor men privately believe it would have been much 
wiser had he been content to remain in the background and 

play a less conspicuous campaign role. 

* • • « • 

Dewey Musi Convince Independent- Voters of 
Ability to Shape Future Peace . . . Needs Willkie . . . 

• • • The men around Governor Thomas E. Dewey are 
sound and hard-headed realists who have a pretty clenr concep- 
tion of the problems and obstacles confronting the GOP can- 
didate for President in the campaign now getting under way, 
and they have mapped their plans carefully to overcome them. 

The biggest task confronting Dewey, they agree 
privately, is to convince the millions of independent vot- 
ers throughout the nation that he is hig enough, experi- 
enced enough and able enough to sit down at the peace 
table with Churchill, Stalin and Chiang Kai-shek and do 
his part toward remaking the world and guaranteeing 
future peace. 

Almost as difficult, if not quite as important, is the problem 
of wooing the support of Wendell Willkie, whose help is virtu- 
ally essential to the success of Dewey’s campaign, but whose 
only reaction to recent overtures was to rap the New York Gov- 
ernor over the knuckles with the assertion that Dewey was rais- 
ing issues which didn’t exist in connection with the Dumbarton 
Oaks world-peace conference. 

That brief exchange didn’t help Dewey in his ef- 
forts to establish himself in the public eye as ready to 
play a leading role in international politics because Will- 
kie told Dewey in substance that if he had inquired into 
the situation and found out what he was talking about 
he would not have raised non-existent issues. 

• • • • 

Bad Guessing of Dulles, Future Secretary of 

Stafe (?), Also No Asset to Republican Campaign . . . 

• • • The implication by Governor Dewey that John 
Foster Dulles will be the next Secretary of State in the event 
of his election also ha% had reverberations which the Dewey 
advisers consider somewhat unfavorable. Dewey, of course, 
hasn’t said he would name Dulles to that vital cabinet post, but 
most persons assumed as much when he designated Dulles as 
his representative to confer with Secretary Cordell Hull. 

Political observers, who the Dewey leaders agree 
are impartial and unbiased, have pointed out that while 
Dulles is an experienced student of world affairs, his 
record shows some very had guesses, including one in 
which he saw no danger of any attack upon this country 
by Germany or Japan. 

Dulles probably had little thought when lie spoke at a dinner 
of the Economic Club in New York on the night of March 22, 
1939, that his remarks might be revived five years later to he 
fashioned into one of the issues in a Presidential campaign. 

Strangely enough, the then president .of the club, who pre- 
sided at the dinner and introduced Dulles, was Wendell L. Will- 
kie. On that occasion Dulles said in part: 

“There is no reason to believe that any totalitarian states, 
separate or collectively, would attempt to attack the United" 
States or could do so successfully. Certainly it is well within 
our means to make ourselves immune in this respect. Only 
hysteria entertains the idea that Germany, Italy or Japan con- 
templates war upon us.” 

A great many other Americans, of course, held 
exactly the same opinion six months before Hiller sent 
his legions across the Polish border, hut the average 
voter is likely to forget his own mistukes in judgment 
much more quickly than those of un expert of sufficient 
stulure that he represents the Republican cundidute for 
President in conferences with the Secretary of Stale. 

Dulles in that speech, which is now being quoted so often, 
offered what amounted to a defense of Germany, declaring that 
the pressure kept on the nations defeated in the last war caused 
them to feel they oould'hot afford the luxury of democracy. 

“These dynamic peoples, feeling themselves in a position 
of political and social inferiority and economic distress, deter- 
mined to mold their stale into a form which would permitHhem 
to take their destiny into their own hands ami to attain that 
enlarged status which, under a liberal ami peaceful form of 
government, had been denied them,” he said. Few persons would 
be inclined to accept that analysis of Nazi Germany in the light 
of the events that followed Dulles’ speech- 


He opposed our lend-lease aid to Great Britain and favored 
a cash and carry business in which we would sell supplies only 
to those nations which could come and get them, take them 
away and pay on the barrel head for them. Dulles' views back 
in 1939 arc likely to be widely argued during the coming cam- 
paign.

Bay State Key One in GOF Drive . . . Both Dewey, 

Bricker Coming to Hub . . . F. D. to Be Made Target . . . 

• • • While Dewey is planning to deliver four speeches 
on the Pacific Const this month, his campaign managers hint 
privately that they have been arranged principally to keep his 
name before the public and not because they really believe he 
can carry those states. 

In their frank, off-the-record discussions they virtually con- 
cede that President Roosevelt will carry California in the face 
try for both states. 

Dewey will make his hig drive in October to carry 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana and 
Massachusetts, key states whose electoral votes he and his 
advisers believe will decide the election. 

The Republican leaders are planning a hitter light 
to add Massachusetts to the Dewey column. Governor 
Bricker of Ohio will come here to speak at the Republi- 
can state convention on Sept. 2.3, and Dewey himself 
will speak in Boston on Nov. 1, just six days before elec- 
tion when his campaign should be at its very peak. 

The Republican Governors in their speeches last week ham- 
mered at the hig city machines, which are backing President 
Roosevelt, and the CIO Political Action Committee. Governor 
Dewey in all probability will leave this line of attack to other 
party spokesmen and will concentrate most of his fire on the 
Roosevelt administration. 

Persons close to Dewey declare that he will attempt to 
capitalize on the quarreling and bickering that has marked the 
Roosevelt administration, citing the recent row in the War Pro- 
duction Board as an example of faulty generalship. He will 
also charge that from the time he took office in 1933 until the 
start of the present war FDR was unable to produce legitimate 
jobs for the unemployed. Dewey will promise a stream-lined 
harmonious and efficient administration to which private enter- 
prise will be given full opportunity to produce a real prosperity. 

* • * * • 

Continued Robot Bombing Disputes Theory Nazis 
Will Surrender in West While Holding off Reds . • . 

• • • If it were not for one thing many military men 
would be inclined to the belief that the German generals, realiz- 
ing that (he war is lost, are preparing to cease any real resistance 
on the Western Front and allow the American and British forces 
to occupy their homeland while they hold off the Russians on 
the East. 

Observers long have surmised that when the end was in 
sight the Nazis would give way before the Western Allies be- 
cause of the probability of receiving more humane treatment 
from them than from the vengeance-seeking Russians. 

The hig flaw in that theory is the manner in which 
the Nazi forces have been clinging to the robot coast 
and sending their flying bombs hurtling down on Lon- 
don and southern England to take a toll in life and prop- 
erty comparable to that in the 1940-41 blitz. 

It is not always easy to understand the German psychology, 
but it certainly would seem that if the Germans were on the 
verge of surrender they would hardly enflame further the feeling 
against them by the indiscriminate use of their Vengeance 
Weapon- 

Even if they plan to fight, to the end it is difficult to under- 
stand their use of the robot bombs for the German militarists 
must realize that the end at most is only weeks away. 

What Allied military men everywhere are wondering today 
is whether the Germans will fight it out. whether they’ll stand 
siege in their own cities, or whether they’ll turn their homeland 
into a battleground. 

They never have. In all their wars they have sur- 
rendered rather than turn their homeland into an in- 
ferno of death and destruclion. But they never before 
have been under the control of a Hitler. 

It may be significant* that during all their headlong rout 
in France and the low countries there has been no sign of weak- 
ening of their Eastern Front, where the Russians have been 
stalled before Warsaw for weeks. 

Many competent authorities at Washington believe the time 
is very near when the German high command will throw out 
Hitler and place their country at the mercy of the Americans 
and British. They can't picture the Germans holding out for 
any sustained period along any line while their country suffered 
terrific aerial blows from planes based in France, Holland and 

Belgium. 4 

• • * * 

What Stopped Hitler from Crossing Channel 
After Fall of France? . . . World Awaits Answer . . . 

• • • As military men look back on the five years of 
the most terrible war man has ever known, they still wonder 
what stopped Hitler when he reached the English Channel in 
June, 1940; why he didn’t go on to smash at England, when 
that country was in the weakest possible condition with little 
with which to defend herself. 

Perhaps Hitler feared the British navy and the ter- 
rible toll it might take on any invasion fleet he could 
muster. Perhaps he actually did try it, as unconfirmed 
reports at times have indicated, for there is a strong be- 
lief in some quarters that the world has never been told 
the entire story of what happened in the weeks and 
' months following the fall of France. 

There have been unconfirmed stories that the Germans did 
make a try, that the RAF caught its invasion barges unex- 
pectedly and took a toll that discouraged the Nazi leaders from 
making another attempt 

But in view of the invasion of France by the Americans and 
British, and the tremendous successes they have achieved in a 
period of just two months, one of the great questions of this 
war is why Hitler never launched a similar undert 'king against 
Britain. The entire outcome? of the war might have been changed 
if he had. Perhaps we’ll know the answer at a day not too 
distant.

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Lt. O’Boyle Cables 
He’s Safe, Was 
Reported Missing 

Lt. David W. O’Boyle, Jr., 23, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. David f?. 
O’Boyle of 102 Grasmere street, 
Newton, and husband of Mrs. Mary 
(Druif) O'Boyle, has sent a cable- 
gram to his wife stating that he 
is ’’safe and well” and expects 
to return to this country within a 
month. 

Lt. O’Boyle was reported as 
missing in action over six months 
ago when his B-17 failed to re- 
turn while he was on his fifth mis- 
sion over enemy occupied territory 
on February 8. It was later learn- 
ed that four members of the crew 
had been taken prisoners and one 
had been killed. Since then no 
word has been received from Lt. 
O’Boyle or the rest of the crew. 

Two weeks ago a letter was 
received from an English soldier 
who told of being in enemy coun- 
try with Lt. O’Boyle who nas ap- 
parently been hidden by the un- 
derground for more than half a 
year. 

A graduate of the Framingham 
High School, 1938, Lt. O’Boyle, 
had been employed by the Proctor 
& Gamble Company before enter- 
ing the Army on April 13, 1942. 
He received his commission as a 
navigator at Hondo, Texas on 
August 18, 1943. His wife has 
been awarded the Air Medal in his 
absence. Lt. and Mrs. O’Bovle have 
a three months old son,. David IV. 
O’Boyle, 3rd, whom his father will 
see for the first time when he ar- 
rives home. 

A brother of Lt. O’Boyle, Staff 
Sgt. James J. O’Boyle, recently 
spent a furlough at his home after 
completeing 61 missions as a tail 
gunner on a heavy bomber. He is 
now at Miami, Florida awaiting 
transfer to the instructor’s school 
at Loredo, Texas.

If 
we are relatives of a nurse who is eligible for military service and 
has been declared “available,” we can help her see where her op- 
portunity for greatest service lies, instead of trying, for selfish 
reasons, to keep her with us.

Dewev’g Campaign 

Those people who have secretly 
dreaded the opening of the Presi- 
dential campaign because it was 
difficult to believe that anybody 
could possibly equal the Master 
Voice on the radio were pleasant- 
ly shocked to note that the New 
York Governor could easily hold 
his own. As a matter of fact. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s v ice has sounded so 
tr *ribly tired and strained in his 
last few talks that Gov. Dewey 
now gets my vote as the best radio 
speaker. This, of course, is mere- 
ly window-dressing compared to 
the material contained in the 
speecese themselves. Let’s dig 
down deeper, therefore. 

Apparently it is part of the 
Dewey strategy to place the Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the defensive 
at the very at irt of the campaign. 
That he succeeded in doing this 
in his first radio address is obvi- 
ous, judging from the comments, 
privately made, by a number of 
leading Democrats. Hard-boiled 
newspapermen, normally free from 
political bias, seem to agree that 
Mr. Roosevelt winced, as tho’ hit 
in a vital spot. His reply t one 
qcestion was exceedingly weak, if 
was correctly quoted. He is 
reported to have said somethng 
to the effect that, “You may say 
that I smiled.” Well, that can 
scarcely be considered an intelli- 
gent answer to a legitimate, 
straight-forward question regard- 
ing his administration, can it? To 
be sure, I did chat with one promi- 
nent columnist who felt that Dewey 
did not make any votes for hitn- 
self by trying to pin the depres- 
son, (prior to the war-order boom) 
on Mr. Roosevelt. Incidentally, this 
gentleman is one of those wh is 
hoping that there will be a new 
occupant of* the White House in 
1945. His comment to me was 
that Dewey should have spent more 
time in announcing iust what he 
proposes to do, if elected, to put a 
curb on bureaucracy, stop waste 
and inefficiency in Washington, to 
stop the trend toward centraliza- 
tion of government, etc. Well, he 
will undoubtedly get around to all 
that before very long. In the 
writer’s opinion, Gov. Dewey 
scored a point by reminding his 
listeners that it DID take a world 
war to get the nation working 
again, even tho’ the administration 
had seven long years to do some- 
thing constructive. Furthermore, 
it DOES seem as tho’ Mr. Roose- 
velt was almost afraid of the im- 
minent post-war situation, assum- 
ing that General Hershey has been 
correctly quoted. Also, as Gov. 
Dewey has just poiilfea out, the 
current Byrnes plan for demobili- 
zation is about six months late in 
appearing. 

The second Dewey speech was 
ver; constructive throughout. He 
made his ideas on foreign policy 
crystal clear. If we combine the 
openirig gun fired by Gov. Bricker 
of Ohio, in accepting the Vice- 
Presidential nomination, with the 
New Yorker’s effort, we have a 
well-rounded, powerful attack on 
the New Deal, both at home and 
abroad. Indeed, there are those 
who feel that Gov. Bricker made 
a- even stronger impression on 
his radio audience than his run- 
ning-mate. Frankly, I was sur- 
prised at the Ohio man’s punch 
and power. He raked the New 
Deal fore and aft and pounced on 
many of its most vulnerable spots. 
If he continues at this pace, Gov. 
Dewey will be relieved of the neces- 
sity of carrying the bulk of the 
burden of this intensive, rapid- 
fir-: campaign. 

Wendell L. Willkie 

Many of us have found it exceed- 
ingly difficult to figure out just 
what the dynamic 1940 standard- 
bearer, Wendell L. Willkie, was up 
to at the present time. His article 
in Collier’s r agazine was a severe 
indictment of both maior Dartv 
ilatforms. He actually slammed 
the G.O.P. platform harder than 
that of the Democrats. He ac- 
ersed both parties of cowardice 
and made it quite clear that neith- 
er platform satisfied him 

YVhat, therefore, does Mr. Will- 
Jric propose to do during the com- 
ing crucial eight weeks? His sup- 
port is urgently needed by Gov. 
Dewey, if the latter is to capture 
a substantial portion of the in- 
dependent vote. Without that 
vote, it will be a tough job to de- 
feat Mr. Roosevelt. On the other 
hand, if the European phase of the 
war winds up before Nov. 7, it is 
going to be just too bad for Mr. 
Roosevelt. In that case, he will 
need a huge portion of those in- 
dependent votes himself. 

Now, what motivates Mr. Will- 
kie in his current behavior? The 
only solution that I can think of 
is that th' man is far more self- 
less, honest and courageous than 
nine out of ten politicians or states- 
men. Indeed, if you give the man 
credit for being fundamentally a 
statesman, you can take the Col- 
Tor's article in stride and merely 
conclude that Mr. Willkie is bit- 
terly disappointed over the tim- 
idity of purty leaders, both Repub- 
lican and Democratic. The trouble, 
of course, is that those of us who 
follow politics closely all the time, 
year in and year out, are in the 
habit of dissecting possible mo- 
tives, considering so -da lied "an- 
gles” etc. It is n political miracle 
to have a political celebrity place 
ALL his cards in the table, face 
up, and suy precisely what he 
meuns and mean precisely whut he 
says. Therefore, my guess is that 
Willkie is more concerned about 
the crcution of intelligent plan* 
for a permanent world-wide peace 
thun about anything else. It i 
conceivable that he might decide 
to support Mr. Roosevelt if he be- 
came convinced that the Presi- 
dent was more sincere in his de- 
sire for a proper peace and wuh 
in u position to DO more about it 
than Gov. Dewey. However, as 
a betting proposition, it Heems to 
me that Willkie will cither sit out

BILLS MAILED

and cancellation of number plntes 
may follow. 

The tax is assessed on the basis 
of the state rate of $35.85 per 
$1,000 valuation. Abatements are 
granted for only two reasons; 
Overvaluation and the sale 01 
transfer of the motor vehicle. The 
application for abatement must be 
filed with the Board of Assessors 
within a specified time limit. 

The valuation is fixed at a per- 
centage of the list price for the 
type, model and year of manu- 
facture, as follows: Year of manu- 
facture, 90 percent. Second year, 
GO per cent. Third year, 40 per 
cent. Fourth year, 20 percent. 
Fifth and succeeding years, 10 
percent.

Women who never before boarded 
anyone, women whose sons and 
I daughters are far from home in 
j our country’s service, are finding 
i opportunity for war work in giving 
other people’s children, future cit- 
izens of our Commonwealth, the 
, start they gave their own. They 
j are women who for some reason 
| cannot do outside work, and, glad 
£o be at home, are glad to have 
their thoughts kept there top, in- 
stead of on the other side of the 
world. Many, many of these new 
foster-mothers are needed. Babies 
especially need them, and little 
families of brothers and sisters, 
waiting inreception homes and ask- 
ing wistfully, “We’re temporary. 
When’ll we be permanent?” 
j On behalf of these children we 
should appreciate an opportunity 
■ to interest your members and 
j through them to interest others, 
j until more women are found who 
I would like to give this urgently 
needed service on the home front. 
The children are not for adoption. 
Those of working age do not need 
jobs. Some board is paid — $6.60 
i a week each for babies and $6.00 
for children over three years, plus 
clothes and medical care for ail.

I had done to get Junior to eat. 

Bill : Do you remember that booklet the Newton School 
Department sent us when Junior first started school? It was 
called “Looking Forward to School” — I thing that’s the name. 
There was something in it about eating habits. 

Jane: Yes, I remember. I’ll look it up this evening and per- 
haps I can find something to tell Mrs. . 

Some Pointers Jane found on eating habits: 

1. From early infancy introduce new foods into the diet in 
small amounts with an attitude of pleasure about it. Repeat this 
procedure gradually until the new food is aeeepted. In this way 
your child will learn to eat a variety of foods. 

2. Coaxing and fussing over the child or forcing him will not 
teach him to eat. In fact, he may not eat a certain food just 
to receive this extra attention. It is far better for the parent to 
be casual and unconcerned when offering fond to the child. 

3. Parents who are finicky about their own food arc sure to 
create poor food habits among their children. If a child hears 
adults or other children talk abopt disliking a food he also mal 
learn to dislike it. Set the child a good example and eat the 
foods you expect him to eat.

SCHOOL REGISTRATION 
SLIGHTLY LOWER 
THAN LAST YEAR 

Fears that the opportunities for 
wartime employment would cut 
heavily into the school enrolment 
in Newton this year failed to ma- 
terialize, according to opening day 
enrolment figures compiled yester- 
day. 

The records revealed that the 
registration in all public schools 
combined was 10,527, which is a 
drop of 113 from the opening day 
registration last year. 

The total registration in the 
Newton High School yesterday 
was 2,249, a decrease of 62 from 
the first day’s registration last 
year. The drop in enrolment at 
the high school this year is the 
smallest since 1940. 

In the Newton Trade School 
an increase of 34 over last year 
was reported yesterday, the total 
enrolment this year being 169. 
The Trade School had a drop of 
74 in registration on the opening 
day last year. 

The elementary schools showed 
a decrease of 17 pupils yesterday 
and in the junior high schools, the 
drop was 68. 

The Franklin School in West 
Newton had the largest increase 
of any single school. The enrol- 
ment there was 35 greater than 
lust year. The Underwood School 
at Newton Corner had an increase 
of 22 and the Oak Hill School en- 
rolment rose 19. 

The total registration is expect- 
ed to increase within the next few 
weeks and a complete report on 
enrolment will be presented to the 
School Committee at its first reg- 
ular meeting of the school year,

June 5, 1943 

Honorable H. P. Fullmer, 

Congress from South Carolina 
Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir: 

On May 4th I had a letter from 
you relative to the Alphebetical 
Agencies created under the Roose- 
velt New Deal Party. Am sorry 
I could not answer sooner. 

I did not send you the folder. 
It was sent by some one else. For 
many months I had been wonder- 
ing about the number of these 
Bureaus. Either there was no 
record of them, or those in charge 
did not want to give the informa-, 
tion, so I decided to get it. 

After printing a limited number 
to give to friends I thought might 
also be interested in seeing such a 
list, I became a bit uncertain, and 
sent out only a few copies as a 
“feeler” to names taken at random 
from my local mailing list. The 
j3sponse overwhelmed me. By 
boon the second day I had calls for 
more than 5,000; before these could 
be printed the requests had grown 
into the thousands, and at this date 
I am nearing the 200.000 mark — 
every one asked for. I shall continue 
to bear the burden of supplying 
free to those willing to distribute, 
and who ask for them. 

I have received more than 2,000 
lotters, and yours is the only one 
critical. They come from every 
walk of life and every section of 
the nation. Small town merchants 
about to fold up; large manufac- 
turers fearful of what is in store; 
postal cards; RFD numbers; 
farmers; cooperatives, and just 
plain citizens. 

Senators, Congressmen, Gover- 
nors — those high in the ranks of 
both parties — have written for 
copies for distribution. All ask 
that they be billed for the cost, or 
enclose checks. A money order for 
$2 from the mother of three boys 
in the armed forces — one in 
Africa, one in the South Pacific, 
and the youngest in a Texas train- 
ing camp. She attempted to carry 
on the filling station business her 
boys had to give up. The OPA 
was so hard-boiled she closed the ! 
business “improper handling of 
gas rationing coupons.” It has 
been my information that no two 
of these Bureaucrats have ever 
been able to agree on how they 
want anything handled. 

What do you suppose her boys 
are going to think of that Bureau 
when they return, if they do, from 
fighting for America? 

I have returned every contribu- 
tion and shall continue to do so. 
The records are open for the in- 
spection of anyone you care to 
designate. You will be astounded 
at the comments. Taxpayers 
Associations in three states; edu- 
cational groups; the Secretary of 
the South Texas Press Association 
wrote for 200 copies, and in a 
few days asked for 350 more to 
supply the demands. 

I am convinced the people in 
America are awakening to the 
dangers involved in these damnable 
Bureaus, every one of which at this 
very minute is high-pressuring £he 
Congress for larger and larger 
appropriations, not for war pur- 
poses, though some of them are so 
camouflaged, but solely for the 
benefit of the self-seeking politi- 
cians operating them, and who are 
not interested that our nation is 
engaged in a life struggle and too 
busy to guard the rat holes. 

I have but one purpose in supply- 
ing these folders: I want to do 
something to put our Government 
back into the hands of the people 
and their duly elected representa- 
tives, and to restore faith ami 
confidence in the minds and hearts 
of the people in their Government. 
Can this be done under the Roose- 
velt New Deal Party? 

An attempt was made to liqui- 
date the NYA. The War Man- 
power Commission was created 
with McNutt in charge, and, 
according to newspaper reports, 
the flVst thing he did was to pick 
up the NYA bodily and curry it 


over to the new Board — not a 
day lost, not a cent saved of the 
taxpayers ; another Board took care 
of the Faithful!

Heavy casualties were sustained by 
the first battalion of an infantry 
regiment due to the fact that they 
were making frequent attacks, and 
as a result there was a shortage 
of litter bearers. Pvt. Dalton and 
six comrades' volunteered to work 
litter bearers, evacuating 
wounded about 800 yards over hilly 
and rough terrain under intense 
machine gun, mortar and small 
arms fire. The last day Pvt. Dal- 
ton and his comrades evacuated 
three casualties who until that 
time could not be evacuated due to 
a continuous enemy barage. The 
courage and determination of Pvt. 
Dalton was exemplary and a 
source of inspiration to his com- 
rades.” 

Pvt. Dalton received his basic 
training at Camp Whee'ler, Geor- 
gia, where he qualified as an ex- 
pert marksman. He has been in 
service one year. He has been 
overseas since last February, and 
has been attached to the head- 
quarters company of his regiment. 

After his citation, he was grant- 
ed a leave to Rome, where he re- 
ceived the Papal blessing of His 
Holiness, the Pope.

WITH THE 12TH AAF — 
S/Sgt. Joseph E. Amrock, 28, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Steven Amrock 
of 22 Gilbert street, West Newton, 
Mass., is a cypher of n Twelfth 
Air Force P-47 Thunderbomber 
Fighter Outfit, now blasting en- 
emy communications, motor trans- 
ports and gun positions in sup- 
port of Allied ground troops in 
the Mediterranean Theatre oper- 
ating over Southern France. 

Overseas since September 21, 

1942, Amrock recently celebrated 
his second year of foreign ser- 
vice. Amrock has seen action in 
four major campaigns, Africa, 
Sicily, Italy and France. 

At Cape Bon, while attached to 
Montgomery’s 8th Army Am- 
rock’s Fighter Group, flying P-40 
Warhawks, registered the first 
great aerial victory when they 
shot down 77 enemy aircraft and 
damaged 30 more in 15 minutes 
of combat on Palm Sunday, April 
18, 1943. 

In October, 1943, they became 
the first single engine fighter 
group to aid Tito's Partisans. 

Switching from Warhawks to 
Thunderbombers in December, 

1943, Amrock’s outfit gained new 
laurels by turning the P-47 into 
a low level fighter and bomber 
and initiating the employment of 
1000 pound bombs under each 
wing. 

First single engine Fighter 
Group assigned as a separate task 
force by Maj. General John K. 
Cannon, the Thunderbomber out- 
fit shattered all records in May, 
1944 when they flew 255 missions, 
2760 sorties, dropped 1319 tons 
of bombs and expended 616,400 
rounds of ammunition.

“Available” Nurses 
Urged To Apply For 
Military Service 

The demand for nurses in the 
armed forces can be met without 
further disrupting: civilian nursing; 
service only if nurses classified as 
available for military service ap- 
ply for military appointment or, 
if unable to do so, enter a vital 
civilian nursing; position, Miss 
Grace Lawrence, chairman of New- 
ton’s Procurement and Assignment 
Committee for Nurses, said today. 

The Army and Navy goal for 
the last six months of, this year 
is 9,000 nurses. Of these the Army 
needs 4,000 by October 1, the larg- 
est number required in any one 
month since Pearl Harbor. 

Local nurses classified as avail- 
able for military service are those 
who, in the opinion of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Com- 
mittee, can be spared from their 
present duties without seriously 
curtailing essential civilian nurs- 
ing services. Many are employed 
as private duty nurses, office 
nurses and specialists in public 
health nursing positions which are 
not considered essential in view 
of the serious shortage in more 
vital fields. 

“We know that all nurses who 
have been classified as available 
for military service cannot enter 
♦the armed forces,” Miss Lawrence 
said. “If those who cannot would 
take some of the many essential 
nursing positions that need to he 
filled in our hospitals and health 
agencies at home, it would help 
greatly to relieve the nursing 
shortage here to release other 
nurses who could enter the armed 
forces. We believe that nurses 
who are still in their less essen- 
tial peacetime jobs can and should 
give up this type of work to help 
out where they are needed most”

He left college in his senior year 
when America entered the first 
World War and sr ved overseas. 
He had recently been awarded the 
Air Corps Bronze Battle Star for 
extraordinary gallantry beyond 
the line of duty. 

Capt. Early, a native of Newton, 
was one of Oak Hill’s best known 
citizens. He took an active in- 
terest in all civic affairs — partic- 
ularly as chairman, of the Safety 
Committee for the Oak Hill Dis- 
trict Improvement Association for 
over eight years. He was for 
years an election officer in his pre- 
cinct in Ward 5. He was one of 
the organizers of Pack 27 Cub 
Scouts, serving as a member of 
the Pack Committee for six years 
and later as its treasurer. Al- 
ways interested in aviation af- 
fairs he advocated the establish- 
ment of airports about the State 
and assisted the Civil Aeronautic 
authorities in locating suitable 
areas for this purpose. He was 
the first to urge that Jitfwton es- 
tablish a municipal airport to care 
for post-war needs. Capt. Early 
gave freely of his time also in 
the annual Community Chest 
drives and was identified with the 
Oak Hill Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion.

Chief Hughes Dies; 
Funeral Services Saturday 


Passe* Away After Heart Attack 
In Toledo, Ohio 


Chief Michael T. Hughes of the 
Newton Police Deparment died 
suddenly early Wednesday morn- 
ing, September 20, at Toledo, Ohio, 
following a heart attack. 

Accompanied by Walter Hart- 
ford, radio technician of the police 
department he had gone to Toledo 
to attend a meeting of the Radio 
Technical Planning Board of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion to protest against proposed 
changes in the wave length of the 
Newton Police radio station. 

Chief Hughes was in his 66th 
year. He was born in Cambridge, 
April 22, 1879. He was appoint- 
ed to the Newton Police force as a 
probationary reserve June 1, 1906 
and was made a regular patrolman 
on July 1 of the same year. He 
was promoted to sergeant May 13, ; 
1917, to Lieutenant Feb. 28, 1922, 
and to captain May 27, 1930.

He was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Police Chief’s Association, 
the International Association of*. 
Police Chiefs, the Newton Police 
Relief Association, Newton Lodge 
of Elks, the Royal Arcanum and 
Newton Chapter, War Parents of 
America. 

He is survived by a son, Pfc. 
Charles E. Hughes of Auburndale, 
a former member of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen, who is sta- 
tioned at Camp Gordon, Ga., and 
two daughters, Mrs. Gladys Brady, 
wife of Patrolman Thomas Brady 
of 16 Washburn street, Newton, 
with whom he made his home, and 
Mrs. Viola Thevierge, wife of Hor- 
ace Thevierge of Belmont. His 
wife, the former Laura M. (Boyce) 
Hughes, died several years ago. 

Funeral services will be held 
Saturday nqprning at the Sacred 
Heart Church, Newton Centre, 
where a solemn high mass of re- 
quiem will be celebrated at 10 
o’clock.

State Committee 
Press Luncheon 

I have just returned from an in- 
teresting luncheon given by the 
Flopublican State Committee to 
the press at the Statler. There 
were no fireworks whatsoever. The 
G. O. P. high command merely 
wished to advise the prc - « in ad- 
vance regarding the general out- 
line of the current campaign. 

In brief, there will be some half- 
dozen major speeches in different 
parts of the state, featuring promi- 
nent speakers rrom other parts of 
the country. Senator Brewster of 
Maine and Senator Ball of Min- 
nesota will address two of these 
meetings and the Presidential 
nominee, Gov. Dewey of New York 
and his running-mate, Gov. Brick- 
er of Ohio, will also be heard. The 
latter, as many of my readers al- 
ready know, will be the key figure 
at the G. O. P. State Convention 
at Tremont Temple this Saturday, 
Sept. 23. Proceedings start at 10:30 
a.m. and the program goes on 
the air at 11:00. 

The exact dates and places of 
these six rallies are not yet ready 
for publication. With reference to 
the issues to be discussed during 
the coming seven weeks, Chairman 
George B. Rowell stated, in re- 
sponse to my query, that he pre- 
ferred to leave this matter to the 
candidates themselves. From the 
national angle, emphasis will pro- 
bably be laid on the “American 
Way of Life”. 

Now, it so happens that the 
writer has one or two ideas of his 
own about issues. For example, 
it has literally burned me up for 
months to have the Cocoanut Grove 
situation allowed to fade into the 
background”. Why? I kept asking 
myself. Nobody seemed able or 
willing to give me an answer. Ac- 
cordingly, the bright idea came to 
me that maybe BOTH parties had 
a little dirty linen connected with 
this disaster and maybe neither 
one cared to drag the issue out in 
the open again. Of course, the av- 
erage non-political observer would 
assume that this disaster was pri- 
marily a city of Boston affair and 
that, therefore, the Democrats 
were in the most delicate position. 
Be that as it may. I herewith pro- 
pose to do what I can to get this 
matter thrashed out in the bpen. 
Let the chips fall where they may. 

I have a well-defined hunch that 
they will land closer to Mayor 
Tobin's lap than to Lt. Gov. Ca- 
hill’s. It is now nearly two years 
since approximately five hundred 
lives were unnecessarily snuffed 
out. Somebody was to blame, but 
nobody has as yet paid the penal- 
ty for gross negligence or incom- 
petence or both. Let’s go. 

I The press was advised that every 
radio station in the state, large 
and small, would be utilized. Also, 
the ladies will have a rather promi- 
nent part in the campaign. For ex- 
! ample, one important address will 
I be given by popular Miss Marion 
E. Martin of Maine, assistant 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. Incidentally, it 
was rather smart for the G. O. P. 
to make her assistant chairman of 
the National Committee instead of 
just chairman of a Women”s Divi- 
sion. 

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of this luncheon was the dis- 
tribution of a four-page tabloid 
put out by the high command in 
Chicago. There was some difference 
of op. .’.ion as to the vote-getting 
power of this tabloid, which con- 
tained a regular block-buster car- 
toon, showing Messrs. Hillman, 
Hopkins, Browder, Flynn, Hague 
and Kelly, looking their worst, lis- 
tening with great glee to their 
master’s voice saying. “My friends, 
I will not campaign in the 
USUAL political sen-e”. (July, 
1944 speech.) Over the radio to 
which these distinguished ideal- 
ists in the New Deal party were 
listening was a likeness of F. D. 
R. which was not particularly ef- 
fective. It could have been almost 
anybody who uses a long cigarette- 
holder.

The best part of this tabloid 
was a reprint of Bill Mullins fam- 
ous piece, “I Object to My Union 
in Politics”. I think it was “Time” 
which featured this originally, tho’ 
I am not certain. Another worth- 
while feature is the reprint of that 
New York Daily News editorial 
dealing with the indispensable man 
issue. Still another good bit is an 
article headed “Keep Sidney Hill- 
man Out of the White House”. 
Reference is here made to the now 
famous remark, which I have NOT 
seen denied, to “Clear everything 
with Sidney”. This was the word 
passed on to the Democratic big- 
wigs at their national convention. 

Finally, the tabloid is headed 
“It’s Time to Change”. On either 
side of this title is u boxed-in 
phrase. One is “Swap the New 
Deal for n Square Deal’’ and the 
other is “4 Terms too many — 10 
Years too long”.

Describes An 
Indian Bazaar 

The following letter was receiv- 
ed by the editor today. The writer, 
Sgt. Lewie E. Day Jr., is the eon 
of Mr. and Mre. Lewie 'E. Day, 
Sylvan road, Waban. 

Sgt. Day entered the armed 
fore.ee in May, 1940. He served in 
Panama, Surinam, Dutch Guiana, 
and French Guiana. He returned 
to the U. S. last November, and 
the following April voluntcrcd for 
service with Merrill’s Marauders. 
He has received the Presidential 
Citation for his unit, also the Sil- 
ver Star for saving the life of a 
buddy wounded in action. 

This letter was originally writ- 
ten to a friend, but when censored, 
his commanding, officer suggested 
that because of its unusual inter- 
est, it be sent to the Graphic to 
be shared with its readers.

The Editor, 

Newton Graphic 
Newtonville, Mass. 1 
Dear Sir: 

When at home, I live in Waban 
and always read your paper and 
enjoy it. I am in India now nnd 
will be* probably, for some time 
to come. While here, I am doing 
some looking around and observ- 
ing customs of the people. Now, 
I don’t claim to be a writer, but 
have only written about things 
here that I have seen, as I have 
seen them. I don’t know if you 
have any desire to hear from me 
about what I see, or if your read- 
ers would even be slightly inter- 
ested, but on the chance that you 
might enjoy some of my descrip- 
tions, I am writing this letter to 
you and will try to describe an 
Indian Bazaar as I see it. 

Indian Bazaars seem to always 
be located in spaces and ground 
that cannot be utilized for any- 
thing else. The ground is dirt 
and never is cleaned or swept. 
For that matter, there is so little 
waste, that it doesn’t need it very 
badly. I hate to think of what 
would happen to these merchants 
if a fire were to get out of con- 
trol here. The stalls are con- 
structed almost invariably out of 
salvaged material and boxes. Some 
have grass thatched roofs and 
others ars made of tin which is 
in sheets. They take five gallon 
gasoline cans and pull them apart 
at the seams and flatten them. 
These overlapped form the roof 
and sometimes the sides too. Each 
merchant has a stall which is rare- 
ly larger than an ordinary horse 
stall you would find in a barn 
at home. It has a platform about 
three feet off the ground and ev- 
ery available space inside is util- 
ized for their merchandise which 
is of as varied assortment as can 
be imagined. The merchant squats 
inscrutably on the platform among 
his wares where he can haggle 
with prospective customers and 
yet be within reach of any arti- 
cle he desires to obtain for in- 
spection by the buyer. These mer- 
chants have long ago mastered the 
art of wearing an absolutely in- 
different face as if they didn’t 
care whether you bought or not. 
They probably don’t. There are 
no price tags for a real reason. 
They price each article by look- 
ing at the customer and trying to 
judge how big a sufcker he is. 
Americans are suckers and they 
know it. The article is priced at 
two or three times its real worth 
and then the haggling begins. If 
the asked-for price is paid imme- 
diately, it doesn’t earn gratitude; 
only sneers. A good buyer finds 
imaginery dirt, sprung seams, 
loose threads and gradually the 
price comes down. The louder I 
shout and the more passers-by 
that I drag in to show how this 
low person is trying to cheat, the 
lower prices go. Finally I pur- 
chase the article and depart sat- 
isfied that I hbve a bargain and 
the shopkeeper is secretly pleased 
that he got what it was worth 
for not too much trouble. The 
stranger to the bazaar will profit 
by watching the natives them- 
selves bargain and follow their 
example. I have earned the re- 
spect of that Indian shopkeeper 
and quitq. probably his friendship 
too. 

Many of the merchants are to- 
bacconists. They sell an Indian 
cigarette that is funnel-shaped 
and called Biroots. It is pro- 
nounced bee-roo. Also very pop- 
ular with all is the Betal nut, 
which most Indian men and wo- 
men of all castes chew. It makes 
the users’ mouths, teeth, tongues 
and lips a bright red as if the 
man or woman had used lipstick 
all the time and ate it regularly 
too. To prepare this tasty chew, 
the merchant takes a broad green 
leaf approximately the size of a 
pancake. I think the leaf is from 
the Hibiscus bush. On it, in the 
center, is spread a thin layer of 
a white mixture that looks like 
whitewash. On top of this is 
spread a dark maroon red sub- 
stance of the same consistency. 
Then about a half teaspoonful of 
crushed Betal nut is put on and 
a dab of brown gooey substance 
which is HOT- This is enclosed 
by folding the leaf and the whole 
business is popped into the mouth 
• producing a huge bulge to the 
cheek. They chew this for hours 
and seem to get real pleasure out 
of it. It causes them to expec- 
torate frequently and their saliva 
looks bloody as if they had re- 
cently had an argument with the 
local dentist 

Further on, we run upon a 
cobbler who specializes in high 
boots which he sells mostly to 
Americans who will pay tho 'fifty 
Rupees he charges per pair. The 
customer removes his shoe and 
the merchant traces his foot out- 
line on u piece of paper and will 
turn out u beautiful pair of boots 
in two hours. , They won’t lust 
long, though. Capitalizing on the 
cobbler’s poor type of beautiful 
artistry, is the lowly shoe re- 
pairer. lie squats in the dust by 
the path with his sharp knife, 
thread, awl, glue, and leather. He 
does u lively business and is most- 
ly ulwuys busily ut work. He is 
a cheerful sort of person and 
smiling much of the time. There 
is usually one of his boy babies 
with him ami during the slack 
time of day, he leaves the hoy in 
charge of his business! and re-

tires to one of the numerous eat- 
ing shops. He purchases a cup of 
tea and a piece of bread for two 
Annas. The bread is a large flat 
sheet about the thickness of card- 
board and hard and brittle. By 
warming it in his hands or the 
hot sun, it soon becomes pliable 
and of the consistency of thin 
leather. He uses this for a spoon 
as well ns food and usually dunks 
it in his tea. Ordinarily, they 
use only their left hand for an 
eating utensil. It is a very effec- 
tive instrument, too. 

We slowly wander on with the 
milling crowd of buyers, sight- 
seers, and loungers, dressed in the 
Western garb of the civilized 
world, the turbans, robes and 
diapers (for want of the correct 
word) of India, the Sarong of 
Burma, the short pants worn by 
young and old for comfort, and 
the uniforms of a dozen different 
colors and shapes of United Na- 
tions soldiers. There is the Brit- 
ish African negro, black as coal, 
dressed in uniforms similar to the 
Aussies; the coarse woven uni- 
form of the British soldier, the 
Ghurka Indian with a hat that 
is both turban and American type 
overseas cap, only the turban part 
doesn't unwind — it usually has a 
brightly colored tassel hanging on 
the left side depicting the branch 
of service the wearer is in. There 
is. the Punjabi soldier with his 
bushy, fierce-looking beard, tur- 
ban tightly wound, and remark- 
ably good looking physique. Also, 
there is the Mohammedan ser- 
geant major who swaggers along 
aloof and arrogant in his exalted 
rank. All important and color- 
ful, but each will haggle over a 
penny. Me, too. 

There’s a funny sound! Sounds 
like someone was snapping the 
string on a harp repeatedly. Let’s 
investigate. Ah, here we are. The 
air is full of tiny particles of 
something that looks like the seed 
of a milkweed. Pushing on through 
the crowd, we see a native squat- 
ting, with a bow in his left hand, 
holding it horizontally over a small 
pile of raw wool with the wire 
string facing him. Over his mouth 
and nose is a rag, tied there to 
keep him from choking in the 
dust. In his right hand, 'is a 
wooden club with which he con- 
tinually strikes the wire string. 
This causes the funny sound and 
at the some time causing the wire 
to hit the wool and vibrate and 
snap it. It becomes fluffy and 
twice the size. To one side is 
squatted his partner, sewing on 
pillows and mattresses with which 
he stuffs with the fluffed up wool. 
Yes, here is our mattress maker, 
and a good business, top. Well, 
even that gets tiresome to watch, 
so we cross the alley to see what 
that other Indian is doing. We 
don’t renlly have to cross to know 
his trade, for all the colorful pots 
and jugs around him signify that 
this is the village pottery maker. 
He has d wooden wheel delicately 
balanced so that it will spin eas- 
ily. It is solid and flat and has 
a hole about half way from the 
center. Into this hole, he thrusts 
a stick and spins the disk ’round 
and ’round until it attains a sat- 
isfactory speed. He then dips his 
hands in water and by gently 
pressing the mound of wet clay 
exactly in the center of the disk, 
he forms whatever shapes he wills 
his hands to make. The trade is 
as old as the ages- and we have 
seen it before. So we move on 
again. 

Now, we come to the silver- 
smith. He has a charcoal brazier 
in which a hot fire is burning 
fanned by a tube into which he 
is constantly puffing. He holds 
the tube in one hand as he con- 
stantly arranges the charcoal to 
suit his taste to whatever posi- 
tion he thinks will obtain the most 
efficient heat. When his silver is 
melted, he pours it, oh so care- 
fully, into a narrow wooden mold 
and as it hardens, immediately 
onto the ground. From thence to 
the pan of water where it sizzles 
its heat away. Then to the center 
of the fire again to be rubbed 
around in the center of the hot- 
test part to obtain a bright bur- 
nish. He has a small block of 
iron and crude primitive tools, yet 
he turns out some of the most 
painstakingly beautiful jewelry 
we have ever seen. We purchase 
a delicate piece for our sweet- 
heart. Hope she will like it. 

The loud, raucous squabble over 
that way is the fish-market which 
is alike the world over. The fish- 
wives ask more than their prod- 
uct is worth but finally selling 
cheuply and parting in. outraged 
dignity, yet doing the same thing 
over again the next day. Next 
to it. is the general market where 
is sold every kind of local prod- 
uce, prepared and raw. The same 
haggling gotyj on everywhere and 
if one ignores the individual 
sounds, it really begins to take 
on a musical sound of carefree 
business and activity. 

The street cleaners, the cows 
and bullocks, not to forget the 
goats, wander freely and eat 
dirt, banana peels, orange peels, 
etc., at will. This is why the 
streets need so little cleaning. The 
cattle leave their droppings every- 
where, indiscriminately. The near- 
est shopkeeper, when he notices, 
nonchalantly wulks over and picks 
it up with his bare hands, rolls 
it into a ball, and puts it any- 
where he usually keeps it. In- 
cidentally, to maybe explode an 
old fable, cattle are not so sacred 
here that they can eat out of any 
stall they wish. Yes, the shop- 
keeper chases the animal away. 

Another tobacconist over here 
is Belling a black, tarry substunce 
which is gummy in appearance 
and actuulity. It is a combination 
of tobacco, sugar, and some kind 
of berry whose seeds look like 
the raspberry. This is all stewed 
and then put in u suck to drain. 
It is sweet and something more 
to chew upon and might he the 
Indian version of our chewing 
gum. It seems to sell well, too. 

The ever-present holy man is 
worth describing, too. He wan- 
ders around in his long, unkempt 
and dirty beard and dressed in 
rugs, picking at rubbish. Yet he 
always has Ms little brightly pol- 
ished brass pot into which his 
alms are dropped. I experiment 
and give him a four Anna coin.

I 
leave and he wanders on proudly 
accepting alms from all as if it 
were they who should consider 
themselves privileged in giving 
him alms. Another type of beg- 
gar is the little girl dressed in 
rags and filthy, yet with the heavy

It is getting late and 1 
head back to camp, but will return 
on the first day I have free again, 
for I want to see and remember 
nil I can against the day when I 
am settled down and traveling no 
more. 

This may 
he filed in the waste-paper bas- 
ket, but I would like to think it 
had at least been read. I hope 
you like it.

For the second time in six years Greater Boston has felt the effects of a tropical hurri- 
cane. Through a last-minute shift in its path, the center of this 1944 hurricane went out to 
sea a few miles southeast of Boston, and so the territory served by Boston Edison Company 
did not suffer the devastation which accompanied the hurricane of September 21, 1938.

Customers deprived of electric service realized, almost without exception, that this Com- 
pany and its repair crews were doing everything humanly possible to restore service in the 
shortest possible time. Public officials of towns, cities, the state and the Federal govern- 
ment generously offered assistance in manpower and equipment; and while it was not 
necessary to take advantage of most of these offers, we appreciate the fine spirit which was 
in evidence. 

THE WORKERS — for the courage, the ingenuity and the physical endurance which 
they contributed to the quick job of restoration. It was intensely inspiring, during the 
entire progress of the gale, to listen in on Boston Edison's own two-way short wave radio 
system to the conversations between the men outside restoring service and those directing 
and aiding their efforts, and to realize that men were out battling the elements without 
regard for their, own comfort. Restoration was largely the work of our own forces, but our 
appreciation goes also to the crews of the outside contractors who came to our assistance, 
and to other agencies which offered their aid. Now that our own troubles are over, we have 
been glad to release these helpers, and as many of our own men as can be spared, to aid 
other utility companies in southern Massachusetts and along the Cape where the devasta- 
tion was much greater. 

THE PLANNERS — for the preparedness with which Boston Edison met this emer- , 
gency. Since the 1938 hurricane, this Company has had a master plan ready which has 
been amplified and improved in the intervening years. This plan was already in operation 
many hours before the hurricane struck, and so there was a minimum of lost motion in 
getting the work of restoration started. From 8 o'clock Thursday morning until the “back 
to normal” report of Sunday night this emergency organization functioned with smoothness. 

This hurricane has imposed unexpected financial burdens upon this Company, but this 
is not so important as the fact that only a small proportion of our more than 400,000 cus- 
tomers suffered an interruption of their electric service, and that in most of these cases the 
interruption was relatively brief.

"Something MUST In* done 
to help them, and the homemakers 
of the community me the ones who 
must provide this help. They are 
the ones who should learn to take 
more responsibility in curing for 
simple illnesses." 

Mrs. Woodworth went on to $ay 
that wounded war veterans are re- 
turning to their homes. Many 
more will come buck in the very 
near future, and they will require 
the home cure that Red Gross 
Home Nursing courses can touch 
wives and mothers to provide. 

The Newton Chapter of Red

Catholic Churches To 
Collect Clothing For 
Liberated People 

The Emergency Collection of 
Clothing in aid of the people in 
the liberated countries of Europe 
is to he taken up in all Catholic 
Parish Churches of the Archdio- 
cese of Boston starting Sunday, 
September 24, and continuing for 
two weeks. The Drive, which is 
under the direct supervision of the 
Most Reverend Richard J. Cushing, 
1). I).. Administrator, is being con- 
ducted in cooperation with the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabil- 
ita ion Association, and is espe- 
cially timed to afford quick relief 
from the rigors of winter to men, 
women, and children in war strick- 
en areas now rapidly being set 
free. 

Appointed by His Excellency as 
Diocesan Director of the Clothing 
Collection Campaign, the Reverend 
Thomas R. Reynolds, Parish Priest 
of St. Matthew’s Church, Dorches- 
ter, expresses the hope that a 
plentiful supply of warm and usa- 
ble clothing will be forthcoming 
trom Catholics in the Archdiocese 
because "throughout Europe cloth- 
ing is very threadbare, wornout, I 
and scarce". The members of the 
St. Vincent <le Paul Society Con- 
ferences throughout the Archdio- 
cese have volunteered their ser- 
vices to the Drive, and Richard J. 
Condon, Executive Secretary of the 
Particular Council of Boston, is 
acting as Secretary in behalf of 
this campaign. 

The appeal is fot* good, weara- 
ble clothing, either for winter or 
summer, for infants, children, and 
adults, and it will be distributed 
to the civilians of these liberated 
countries at no cost to the reci- 
pient. Most urgently needed are all 
types of infants’ garments, par- 
ticularly knit goods; men’s and 
boys’ overcoats, topcoats, knits, 
juckets, shirts, workclothes; wom- 
en’s and girls’ coats, jackets, 
sweaters, skirts, dresses, under- 
wear, aprons, jumpers, smocks, 
robes, and nightwear; bedding, 
blankets, ufghnns, sheets, pillow 
cases, quilts, etc. No shoes are 
to be collected. Outerwear should 
lie clean (not dry cleaned), and 
undergarments und all types of 
cotton clothing should be washed 
before being donuted.

(Continued from Page / ) 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts in Physical Education. He 
has studied advanced courses in 
subsequent years at Harvard and 
Boston Universities. While in col- 
lege h« was active in athletics. He 
was a member of the varsity base- 
ball and soccer teams for 3 years 
and participated in other major and 
minor sports being awarded var- 
sity soccer and baseball letters, 
and numerals in basketball, swim- 
ming and football. 

He was appointed as an instruc- 
tor of" physical education and ath- 
letic coach at the Frank A. Day 
Junior High School, Newtonville, 
in the fall of 1923 and four years 
later was advanced to the Newton 
High school. He first served as 
physical instructor, athletic train- 
er and in coaching assignments 
there under the late Dr. Oscar 
Martin, the director and head of 
the Boys’ Physical Education de- 
partment at the time. From 1928 
to 1929 he was varsity basketball 
coach and numbered upon his teams 
players who have contributed much 
to the athletic glories of Newton 
sports teams. 

In the fall of 1939 "Doc” Sim- 
mons, as he is familiarly known 
to the thousanda of Newton youth* 
who have come under his charge 
in their school years, was named 
to the position of Director of Phy- 
sical Education and Athletics at 
the high school. In that same year 
the Newton school committee an- 
nounced other changes in the ath- 
letic program which brought to 
Newton as varsity football coach, 
Owen A. MacDowell, Columbia 
athlete of note. The latter served 
three seasons before leaving to ac- 
cept a call to wider fields. Sub- 
sequently two additional appoint- 
ments, that of Coach and Physical 
Instructor Warren L. Huston, 
Newton's foremost atRlete of the 
I early 1930’s and that of Physical 
I Instructor and Trainer Reginald 
I E. Smith, both graduates of Spring- 
! field, and Faculty manager Ralph 
M. Sanborn of New Hampshire 
I State, has enlarged the high school 
physical department to a staff of 
four. 

The appointment of Director 
Simmons as director in all of the 
Newton schools fills a position 
which has been vacant for a num- 
ber of years. In 1927 when the 
high school program was enlarged 
by the opening of the third high 
school building and the comple- 
tion of the junior high school sys- 
tem under Director of Secondary 
Education Francis A. Bacon, the 
position of Director of Physical 
Education and Health was estab- 
lished. Clifford W. Brownell of 
Columbia University was appoint- 
ed to the position but served only 
one year before accepting a call to 
return to Columbia University from 
which he rapidly advanced to one 
of the ranking positions of all phy- 
sical educationalists in the entire 
country. His successor, F. Ewing 
| Wilson, present Recreation Com- 
missioner in Newton, served until 
i the position was temporarily ab- 
andoned during the curtailment 
years of the depression. 

Last Spring the Newton school 
committee named a sub-committee 
of its members to study the situa- 
tion pertaining to the program of 
physical education in the Newton 
schools and as a result of that 
study the recommendation to re- 
create the position of Director for 
the city was adopted. By reason 
of his years of experifcice in the 
Newton schools, his training, and 
in recognition of his abilities the 
appointment of Director Simmons 
logically followed. Mr. Simmons 
will have under his direction the 
pi^ sica] education and health pro- 
gitm of all students in the many 
Newton public schools, including 
the high, junior high, grade and 
■ elementary schools. Mrs. Grace 
! Kuntz, who for many years has 
directed the Girls’ Physical Edu- 
cation program will be Supervisor 
of Physical Education and will 
concentrate her activities with the 
girls' program in particular. 

Interviewed in connection with 
the advancement to the position 
of wider responsibilities and activ- 
.es Director Simmons comment- 
ed upon the necessity of providing 
and maintaining a program of 
health and physical education that 
would meet the growing demands 
of the times. He pointed out the 
need for more physical training 
due to the demands of war. greatei 
attention to corrective physical 
work, a closer and harmonized pro- 
gram of training between the low- 
er grades and the high school, and 
a responsibility of direction of re- 
lated activities of physical health 
towards the development of better 
bodies in the modern program of 
general education.

Newton Rotary Club 

The Newton Rotary Club heard 
W. Latimer Gray, Vice-President 
of the First National Bank of 
Boston at its regular noon-day 
luncheon last Friday at the 
Charles River Country Club. 
Orvlle Clapper, president was in 
charge of the meeting, Frank 
Richardson of the Newton Trust 
Co. presented the speaker who 
selected as his topic "Echoes from 
the Bretton Woods International 
Monetary Conference.” The 
speaker introduced his subject by 
saying that most people thought 
the subject was complicated and 
that most people are right. The 
general idea of the Conference 
was to set up an International 
Bank which would prevent "funny 
money” as after the first World 
War and to out-law the German 
system of barter which upsets 
international trade and credit. 
The conference discussed establish- 
ing % medium such as the American 
dollar or the pound sterling for 
sound exchange. A suggestion of 
international currency based on 
newly created "bancos” or "unitas” 
currency was turned down. 

The chief work of the conference 
was in recommending the establish- 
ment of a Reconstruction Bank with 
a capitalisation of nearly 10 billion 
to be contributed by the 41 mem- 
ber nations who would have con- 
trolling votes in proportion to their 
quotas. An agency such as this, 
.thought the speaker, would prevent 
the hard feeling that existed 
towards "Uncle Shylock” after 
World War I. The members would 
be drawing loans from a joint 
account which would be truly inter- 
national in basis. The speaker said 
the Bank would be fundamentally 
non-political in its make-up. Our 
participation is up to Congress. 

In closing the speaker said a 
few words on the importance of 
foreign trade in the days following 
the war and paid especial attention 
to the part the R)rt of Boston 
should play in the Reconstruction 
Era. 

Mr. Gray expressed great hope 
in the future of our relations with 
the South American nations. He 
spoke of the Argentine and felt 
that although it is now 86% anti- 
U. S. that sentiment is temporary 
as 90% of the people are demo- 
cratic and when they see we mean 
to be friendly Argentine will be 
one of our best sources of foreign 
trade after the war. He spoke also 
of Brazil and felt that our progress 
on Amazon rubber had fallen 
short of its mark. In conclusion 
Mr. Gray said, "Friendship among 
nations, or individuals, can never 
be bought. It is won when we pay 
our bills and play square.” 

President Orville Clapper an- 
nounced that the meetings of 
September 22 and 29 would be held 
at the Charles River Country 
Club. On Friday, October 6, the 
club will again meet at the Brae 
Burn Country Club, West Newton.

Trees Damaged, 
Washouts Reported 
During Hurricane 

During the hurricane on Thurs- 
day of last week more than 300 
trees throughout the city were 
damaged, several having been up- 
rooted and others had to be re- 
moved because the limbs had been 
so badly torn. Little or no damage 
was caused to homes by falling 
trees and although many electric 
wires were down there was no re- 
port of any personal injuries from 
either falling wires or trees. 

A crew of 250 men under the 
-direction of Street Commissioner 
John D. Haughey and Forestry 
Superintendent George B. Rogers, 
worked throughout the night clear- 
ing away the debris and by dawn 
all the heaviest travelled streets in 
the city had been made passable 
for two lanes of traffic. 

Washouts were reported due to 
the heavy rain on Parker street 
near Howley place, Newton Cen- 
tre, Cotton and Mill streets, New- 
ton, Hale and Elliot streets, New- 
ton Upper Falls, and near 454 
Watertown street, Newtonville. 
Street department employees work- 
ing during the night drained these 
streets before daybreak. 

Several roof leaks and flooded 
cellars were reported und the Fire 
Department was called out a num- 
ber of times to spread waterproof 
material where leaks had occurred. 

Members of both the Police and 
Fire departments were prepared 
to cope with any emergency that 
might arise by having members of 
the day shifts report for duty. The 
facilities of the Red Cross wore 
alerted by Charles B. Floyd, chair- 
man of the disaster committee, who 
remained on duty at headquarters 
all during the night. 

Many homes and places of busi- 
ness were without electric power 
during the night und part of the 
following day except where current 
is derived from underground con- 
duits. Emergency crewa were sent 
out by the Boston Edison Company 
and power wus restored to homes 
and pRiccs of business as quickly 
as possible.

W.O.L.-ing is not a factor at 
Raytheon, said John Nevins, Avia- 
tin Radio Man 2-C, survivor of the 
U.S.S. Wasp, when he awarded 
attendance banners to employees of 
the Radio Receiving Tube Division 
in a presentation ceremony held 
on Sept. 12. 

Nevins pointed out that ser- 
vicemen may not take a day off at 
will, and congratulated Raytheon 
employees for realizing that the 
same thing should hold true for 
war workers. 

Nevins was on the Wasp when 
it was torpedoed and sunk some 
months ago. For two and one 
half hours, Nevins kept afloat, his 
life endangered by the exploding 
depth charges fired at the sub- 
marine. Finally rescued, Nevins 
was brought back to the United 
States and later was put in a 
squadron doing convoy escort duty. 
While circling around, searching 
for subs, his plane "conked” out 
and the plane crashed. Unable 
to bail out in time, Nevins went 
down 30 feet under water with 
his plane. After coming to the 
surface twice, he lost conscious- 
ness. and woke up fn the hospital. 
Suffering from fractured legs, he 
was sent to the Chelsea Naval 
Hospital, from which he was re- 
cently discharged. 

Pfc. Early is attached to the 
Anti-Aircraft Division, and was 
wounded in the leg on the third 
day of the battle, following his 
advance with the infantry. He is 
now recovering in an Italian 
hospital.

Early, has worked as a Clfrk in 
Dept. 308 of Raytheon’s Radio 
Receiving Tube Division for almost 
three years.

"War-created social and eco- 
nomic problems which will plague 
us in the postwar period demand 
attention now if they are to bo 
solved in time to benefit those in 
the armed forces who are fighting 
for the American way of life,” 
Thomas H. Hoare of Boston, 
Director of Social Relations for 
the Mass. Association of Small 
Loan Companies told members of 
the Newton Kiwanis Club Tuesday, 
at the Y.M.C.A. during the course 
of a talk entitled "The Economics 
of War and Peace.” He was in- 
troduced by Leo Noel and said, 
"The shock of peace to our economic 
structure can be as great as the 
shock of war. At the moment our 
economy is being supported by a 
demand for war goods which 
utilizes 70% of our productive 
capacity, provides 140 billion 
dollars a year in income and em- 
ploys 55 million persons. We 
must face the prospect of a drastic 
cut back in war production which 
may not immediately be replaced 
by consumer goods, periods of un- 
emplyment for upwards of 10 
million persons and a shrinkage in 
national income. 

Whether the adjustment period 
will be long or short depends en- 
tirely upon whether enough 
thought is given to it in advance 
and what steps are taken to meet 
the various problems connected 
with the shift from war-time to 
peace-time activity. 

There are a number of knotty 
problems immediately ahead of us 
which demand our best thinking. 
Some of them are: 

1. "What kind of tax program 
will be needed to provide the 
revenue to carry a national debt of 
300 billion dollars and provide 
necessai*y governmental service in 
peace time? 

2. "What disposition shall be 
made of government owned plants 
and equipment valued at from 14 
to 20 billion dollars now producing 
steel, aluminum, oil, rubber, air- 
planes and other items? 

3. "What shall be done with an 
estimated 25 to 50 billion dollars 
worth of surplus Army and Navy 
goods when war ends in Europe? 

4. "What will it cost to help 
feed and clothe 500 million people 
in Europe when the war ends and 
what effect will such a program 
have on our economy?”

The Newton Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night appro- 
priated the sum of $15,000 to 
cover the cost of damage caused 
by the recent hurricane. Aider- 
man Carroll J. Hoffman proposed 
that action on the matter be post- 
poned for further study and asked 
for an explanation of the specific 
purpose for which. the money was 
to be used. Alderman Fred C. 
Alexander, chairman of the public 
works committee, explained that 
between $8,000 and $9,000 had 
been spent already for clearing 
away trees, broken branches, etc., 
also for cleaning catch basins to 
relieve floods and for pumping 
out 30 cellars. This money had 
to be taken from the Street De- 
partment accounts for street clean- 
ing, catch basin maintenance and 
forestry work and in order to cover 
routine work for the rest of the 
year it was necessary that these 
accounts be replenished. 

Other appropriations made were 
$25,000 for street repairs; $29,000 
for construction of Roundwood 
road; $15,000 for construction of 
White Pine road; $5,000 for new 
drains and catch basins; $1,000 for 
new sidewalks; $1,000 for new 
curbing. 

Construction of a sewer in Fox 
Lane, Ward 5, was authorized but 
the appropriation was reduced 
from the $3,300 recommended by 
the mayor to $2,700 by leaving 
out for tho present a portion of 
the project opposed by property 
owners. For construction of Hick- 
ory Cliff road. Ward 5. under the 
betterment law. the sum of $3,200 
was appropriated.

“Franklin, The Man” was the 
subject of the Rev. Dr. Ralph H. 
Rogers, pastor of the Auburndale 
Congregational Church while ad- 
dressing the Rotary meeting at the 
Charles River Country Club Friday. 
The program wns in charge of 
Warren Oliver who introduced as 
a special attraction Captain Har- 
riet Stout who spoke briefly on the 
need for women in the medical 
corps of the WAC. Dr. Phil 
Enholm introduced Dr. Rogers who 
pronounced Benjamin Franklin one 
of the greatest Americans who ever 
lived. He said that Franklin was 
great because he came from a large 
family of 17 children, had but 
three years formal education, and 
yet became a successful business 
man and author. He was always 
busy and yet took the time to 
improve life about him. Shortly 
after he had failed in business due 
to perfidy of a partner he opened 
his own print shop, made it into 
a general store and made enough 
at 42 to retire. That he did not 
retire shows the type of man he 
was. Dr. Rogers said that Franklin 
was a true scientist and was alert 
observer of facts and discovered 
many natural laws which are of 
benefit to us today. He spoke of 
his influence as a writer; the 
Autobiography a masterpiece which 
everyone ought to read and “Poor 
Richard’s Almanac” which is fre- 
quently quoted today. . He. was 
humanitarian and public spirited 
citizen never taking a penny for 
any of hi9 many inventions. He 
was a diplomat who at the age 
of 70 went to France and won 
that nations help to the sitje of 
the struggling colonists. Dr. 
Rogers in closing discussed Frank- 
lin’s religion and refuted the 
charges of his atheism. He said 
that the man was a dissenter and 
opposed to formalism but that he 
was a firm believer in spiritual 
laws that could not be broken. In 
the words of Shakespeare, “This 
was a man!” 

President Orville Clapper an- 
nounced that September 29th would 
be the final meeting at the Charles 
River Club and that on October 
6 the meetings would be held at 
the Brae Burn Country Club, West 
Newton.

Bill: Hello there — canning again? My this kitchen smells 
good ! 

Jane: I'm just finishing. I thought I’d put up some apples 
now while they're plentiful. I’ll save on blue points if I have 
canned fruits on hand. 

Bill: You're right. I saw in the paper that the points on 
canned fruits have gone way up. They were so high last winter 
we couldn’t have much. 

Jane: Well, this winter we're going to be prepared. I’ve 
found a quick, easy way to put up applesauce. Peeling them 
was the worst job. Now I just core them, cook them as usual 
and run them through the food mill (1) you gave me. Then 1 
bottle them in sterilized jars and process them (2). I can do 
twice as many jars in half the time. 

Bill: By "the looks of tlmt shelf you've put up plenty. If 
we ate applesauce from now till doomsday wed never eat all 

Jane: You'd he surprised. I can make half a dozen different 
things out of it — applesauce cake, apple brown betty, apple 
tapioca, gingerbread and applesauce shortcake — all desserts you 
like. 

Bill: Say, that reminds me, bow about an apple pie? 

Jane: Yes, I know after all these years that apple pie is 
your favorite, I thought of that, too. I put up some of these 
tart apples from our tree for pie. These I sliced and dropped 
into a weak brine (3) as I fixed them, so they wouldn't turn 
brown. Then I blanched them in hot water for about 3 minutes 
to shrink them a little and packed them into the jars. When 
they were 2/3 full I poured over a thin sugar syrup (4)-, finished 
filling the jars and then processed them (5). • 

Bill: I guess that means we can have apple pie all winter. 
Doesn't it? , , ' 

Jane: Yes, if I put up some more next week. I m running 
pretty low on sugar, but I can do the next lot with plain water 
instead of sugar syrup. 

Bill: Oh, can you do that? 

Jane: Yes, sure, I’ll add the sugar when I make the pie. 
Notes on Jane’s Canning: . . 

1. Jane could have used a coarse strainer in making the 
applesauce in place of the food mill. 

2. She processed the pint jars of applesauce 5 minutes, the 
quarts 10 minutes. 

3. To make the brine she used 3 tablespoons of salt to 4 
quarts of water. 

4. To make the sugar syrup Jane used 1 cup of sugar to 
4 cups of water. This was enough for 5-6 pints of apples. 

5. The sliced apples were processed 12 minutes for pint 
jars, and 17 minutes for quarts.

Watertown street, Newtonville. 
Street department employees 
working during the night drained 
these streets before daybreak. 

Several roof leaks and flooded 
cellars were reported and the Fire 
Department was called out a num- 
ber of times to spread waterproof 
material where leaks had oc- 
curred. 

Members of both the Police and 
Fire departments were prepared 
to cope with any emergency that 
might arise by having members 
of the day shifts report for duty. 
The facilities of the Red Cross 
were alerted by Charles B. Floyd, 
chairman of the disaster commit- 
tee, who remained on gluty at 
headquarters all during the night. 

Many homes and places of busi- 
ness were without electric power 
during the night and part of the 
following day except where cur- 
rent is derived from underground 
conduits. Emergency crews were 
sent out by the Boston Edison 
Company and power was restored 
to homes and places of business 
as quickly as possible. 

Many telephone calls were re- 
ceived at heudquarters regarding 
the path of the hurricane and five 
long distance calls were received 
from servicemen who were con- 
cerned about their families in 
Newton. 

Among those alerted were 30 
members of the Motor Corps, 25 
members of tho emergency can- 
teen unit and four staff assistants. 

Shortly after the storm started 
Janice Bergonzoni, 2 Vi, of 220 
Cherry street, West Newton, was 
struck by an automobile near 1391 
Washington street, West Newton. 
The child’s father picked her up 
after the uccident, having been 
nearby at the time it happened. 

The child was injured about the 
head and was removed to the New- 
ton Hospital in the police ambu- 
lance by Patrolmen Charles Lynch 
and Joseph Kerrivan. 

The operntor of the car, Pat- 
rick Corbett, 16 Noble street, West 
Newton, reported that the child 
ran across tho street, following 
a police dog.

has been added Price Control 
which involves the placing of ceil- 
ing prices on thousands of com- 
modities. 

The whole program is administ- 
ered by the Office of Price Admin- 
istration in Washington. For ad- 
ministration purposes regional of- 
fices have been established, cover- 
ing whole states and— in some in- 
stances — several states. Through- 
out the country local boards in al- 
most every city and town carry on 
the daily work of, dealing with the 
public and determining the rations 
of the various commodities for in- 
dividual citizens. 

In Newton we started with a 
Board of three members and one 
volunteer clerk. We now have a 
Board of thirty-five, all of whom 
are volunteers devoting parts of 
several days each week to the iob. 
There are fiften faithful full time 
clerks who are paid by the O.P.A. 
and during the past two years we 
have had the assistance of several 
hundred volunteers. Through the 
generosity of the City Govern 
meat, we have the valuable assis- 
tance of the Building Commission- 
er and his staff of about ten per- 
sons who are devoting much of 
their free time to the work of the 
Board. The City also provides of- 
fice space, heat, light, telephone 
service and mary incidentals — all 
without charge. 

The job of the O.P.A. in determ- 
ining what commodities should be 
rationed and on what basis, to- 
gether with the establishment of 
fair ceiling prices, has been a tre- 
mendous one. Supplies and needs 
vary from season to season and in 
different parts of the country. 
Those who laid the plans in the 
beginning had no past experience 
to follow. There had never been any 
rationing or price control in this 
country. They were obliged to pro- 
ceed by trial and error. Gradually 
regulations have been established 
which are changed only as conli- 
tions change. 

The problem has been to hold 
prices and to see to it that the 
necessities of life are fairly dis- 
tributed. The armed forces come 
first. They must have all they 
need. There is not enough left for 
everybody to have all he had before 
the war. Rationing is nothing but 
sharing. Price Control is a device 
to prevent prices from soaring. 
Looked at in a broad way, Price 
Control and Rationing are work- 
ing. No one is going hungry or 
cold and the dollar will buy a good 
deal more than during the first 
world war. 

There ure about 70,000 people in 
Newton. Price Control and Ration- 
ing touch the lives of every ono of 
them. Once in a while we find a 
chisclor who savs he pays taxes 
and insists that ho has all ho 
wants when ho wants it. But thero 
are not many of them. Most every- 
body is willing to make a sacrifice 
and abide by tho regulations. 

We try to think that we are on 
the homo stretch, hut we are pass- 
ing through the most difficult per- 
iod since rationing started. We 


ask the people to be patient. Do 
not wait until the last minute to 
make your application. Apply well 
in advance. Our average daily 
staff is only about thirty persons, 
including volunteers. At times it is 
impossible to serve everybody 
promptly. We could use a dozen 
more volunteers every day. Any 
one who will come to City Hall any 
day when they have a few spare 
hours, there is work that they can 
do which will help us to better 
serve the people.

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INCREASE IN SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT 

Two weeks after the opening of 
the Newton public schools, Super- 
intendent Homer W. Anderson an- 
nounced today a reversal in the 
enrollment trend that had been in 
evidence for the past several years. 
Instead of a reduction of 113 in 
the school registration, as reveal- 
ed by the opening day enrollment, 
the number of pupils is now 51 
greater than that .of the corres- 
ponding date last year. Each year 
since the war started, the number 
has dropped. 

The enrollment has reached a 
total of 11,214, while that of last 
year was 11,163. The opening day 
figures, compared with that of the 
opening day last year showed a 
decrease of 113, of which 62 was 
in the Newton High School. 

The increased enrollment, the 
first in several years, is attribut- 
ed to the recent "back to school" 
campaign.

"Folks tryin’ to pass laws to 
take legal beer away are usin' 
our soldiers as an excuse/' re- 
marked Jeb Crowell recently. 

"They really don’t give a darn 
how the soldiers feel about it 
but they think it’s a good oppor- 
tunity to move in fast now, while 
the soldiers can’t vote.’* 

"That’s so/' I told him, "I 
was just readin' a London dis- 
patch about the British Institute 
of Public Opinion polling our 
soldiers on that very subject. 

"Overwhelmingly our men 
voted * no prohibition laws 'til we 
get back!' Here’s the clipping.” 


The poll showed that 85% of 
our men would vote against any 
new dry laws at all. Only 9% would 
vote lor one. And 6% hadn't made 
up their minds on it. 

From where I sit, that bean 
out everything I’ve ever heard 
about soldiers. And when they 
get back if they want dry laws 
they’ll have the votes to get ’em ! 
But for folks to pass laws in their 
absence is just another double- 
cre^s, like after the last war.

Politics With 
Color

Candidate Roosevelt 

Never in all my life have I been 
so amazed, disappointed and dis- 
gusted as I was on Saturday last 
when Mr. Roosevelt took off his 
mask, admitted that he was a reg- 
ular political candidate for the 
Presidency and thereupon stooped 
to the lowest level possible by 
throwing mud, mocking and sneer- 
ing at his sportsmanlike opponent. 
There was little, if anything, con- 
structive in the entire speech, 
though I did learn something 
about that precious pooch Fala and 
the very beautiful relationship be- 
tween the President and Mr. Dan- 
iel Tobin. What is this country 
Coming to when a man who has 
been honored by three consecutive 
elections to the Presidency can 
flatly refuse to answer specific 
charges made by his opponent and 
spend the bulk of his valuable 
radio time in ridiculing Herbert 
Hoover, our only living ex-Pre«i- 
dent, and in making unseemly wise- 
cracks at Gov. Dewey’s expense? 
I wonder what our indo®3ndent 
voters throughout the country 
thought about that speech. Many 
of them undoubtedly felt that Mr. 
Roosevelt himself had given the 
answer to the question as to 
whether or not ANY man should 
serve sixteen years in the White 
House. Is it not obvious that this 
man is too tired, too harassed and 
too nervously, mentally and spirit- 
ually exhausted to carry on any 
longer? Is it not obvious by now 
that Mr. Roosevelt, even if elected 
on Nov. 7. would be forced to re- 
tire from office long before the 
completion of his fourth term? 
If so, do we want to turn this coun- 
try over to the tender mercies of 
Senator Harry Truman of Mis- 
souri. who blows hot when acting 
as chairman of the Truman Com- 
mittee. but blows cold on the same 
issues when he campaigns for the 
Vice-Presidency 7 When we were 
forced to change from Harding to 
Coolidge we stepped up, if any- 
thing, but nine voters out of ten 
will doubtless grant that a change 
from Roosevelt to Truman would 
be a ghastly step DOWN. Will 
anybody dispute that statement? 

Two nights after Mr. Roosevelt 
unmasked. Gov. Dewey lashed 
back at him for making those un- 
founded charges of fraud nd falsi- 
fication. I could not help wonder- 
ing if Mr. Roosevelt did not re- 
gret exceedingly his recent de- 
cision to step down from his neu- 
tral Commander-in-Chief pedestal 
and become what he always has 
been, in fact, a most earnest and 
anxious contender for the Presi- 
dency. Without resorting to per- 
sonalities or mud-slinging. Gov. 
Dewey read from the record, copi- 
ously, and cited chapter and verse 
as he replied to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
various accusations. It remains to 
be seen what the administration 
will do now. Will it attempt to 
laugh off Gov. Dewey’s counter- 
charges, which involve statements 
made by some of the biggest New 
Dealers in Washington, to say 
nothing of statements made by 
men like General Marshall anil 
General Arnold? The only way in 
which the President can get around 
the New Yorker’s pointed ques- 
tions is to repudiate, in part, at 
least, some of the blunt statements 
made by his own supporters. How 
can he possibly do this? It would 
kill his campaign at the very 
start. 

Right here, let me suggest that 
we watch for the injection of the 
Pearl Harbor scandal into the 
campaign. That is precisely what 
the New Dealers are scared to 
death about. Any child in kinder- 
garten could probably tell you that 
where there is so much smoke, 
there must be some fire. The Pres- 
ident himself, according to many 
leading commentators, is the man 
who is. alone, responsible for 
blocking a Pearl Harbor investiga- 
tion for three long years. Appar- 
ently, there are many innocent 
voters who do not know that the 
board of inquiry into this scandal 
was NOT empowered to look into 
the part played by the White 
House in the matter. IV 1>' the 
army and the navy, according to 
my understanding, were the sub- 
ject of investigation. Now, if our 
President is Commander-in-Chief 
in 1944 and wishes to claim credit 
for ull the brilliant achievements 
of our armed forces in Europe and 
tiie Pacific, is it not true that he 
was also Commander-in-Chief in 
1940 and 1941? If so, why does 
he not have to shoulder the bulk 
of the blame for the unnecessary 
tragedy at Pearl Harbor?

roads, West Newton was held up 
by the committee for further con 
sideration. 

An appropriation of $3200 for 
the salary of an accountant to 
be employed by the Treasury De- 
partment was passed, also an ap- 
propriation of $600 for clerical as- 
sistance in the same department. 
Alderman Donald Gibbs protested 
against action on the appropria- 
tion for an accountant’s salary 
as the recommendation only came 
in Mondav night from the Mayor 
and he felt that such matters 
should not be acted on in one eve- 
ning. However, he did not vote 
against it. 

The sum of $500 was appro- 
priated for preparing plans, speci- 
fications and contract documents 
in preparation for receiving bids 
for replacement of boilers in the 
Angier School, Waban, and $3,- 
299.25 for repairs to the chimney 
of the power plant at the High 
School. Damage to the chimney 
had been caused by lightning and 
Alderman Kenneth Prior explain- 
ed that the city is to be reim- 
bursed for the cost of repairs by 
the insurance company. 

The Board voted in favor of 
the acceptance of Green Park, 
Ward 7, from Park avenue south- 
easterly. This street, the board 
was told, was built by the prop- 
erty owners at no expense to the 
city and was one of the best so 
built. 

An offer by Max Ulin of $1500 
for four lots on Ferncroft road, 
Ward 5 was accepted by the 
board, also an offer of $400 by 
Joanne C. Landsteiner for two 
narrow lots fronting on Walnut 
Hill road, Newton Highlands, ad- 
joining her property. Leave to 
withdraw was granted on an offer 
by John Liner to purchase certain 
lots on Ferncroft road. 

The petition of the Wales Co.,
